Aenophon Travelled a great 
Deal, as himſelf and Diogenes Laertius Re- 
late, from Greece, where he was Born, into the 
Leſſer Aſia, Syria, Meſopotamia, Aſſyria, Media, 
and Perſia, where he Commanded, under Cyrus the 
Younger, and had a Great Knowledg of Things, 
both Ancient and Preſent in his Time; he Writ 
alſo ſeveral Books, which we have, very much 
Eſteem'd, both among the Antients and Moderns. 
Cteſias, his Contemporary, Travelled the Same 
Way, from Greece, where he was Born, into Per- 
ſia, where he was Phyſician to Cyrus, as himſelf, 
in Diodorus Siculus and Trogus Pompeius, Tells us, and 
had alſo a Great Knowledg' of Things, eſpecially 
Antiquities; he likewiſe Writ a great many Books, 
of the Geography and Hiſtory of Aſſyria and Perſia, 
very much Eſteemed among the Antients, but Un- 
known among the Moderns, except ſome Fragments 
we have of them from. Diodorus and Trogus, who Ad- 
mir'd Cteſias ſo much, as to Follow him, rather than 
Herodotus, in ſome Things.

Ariſtotle Travelled a 
great Deal, along with his Pupil Alexander the Great, 
according to Plutarch and Quintus Curtius, had alſo 
a Great Knowledg of Things, Paſs'd, Preſent, and 
toCome, and Writ a great many Books, upon ſeveral 
Subjects, the moſt Part of which we have. Homer 
Travelled a good Deal, in Aſia, Africa, and Europe, as 
we Know, from himſelf and Others, who make Men- 
tion of him, and had a Good Knowledg of Things 
Ancient, as Appears by his Incomparable Poems, 
which we have. Polybius was a Great Traveller, as

Julius Africanus, accord- 
ing to Euſebius, Photius, and Suidas, who Give an 
Account of him, Travell'd a great Deal, thorough 
Africa, Aſia, and Europe, and Underſtood Antiqui- 
ties very well, as Appears by his Works, of Hiſto- 
ry and Chronology, which we have, only in Frag- 
ments, from thoſe Other Authors. St. Jerome, as 
himſelf and Others Tell us, was a Great Traveller, 
from Germany, where he was Born, into Italy, France, 
Greece, the Leſſer Aſia, Syria, Paleſtine, and Egypt, 
where he Liv'd, and had a Great Knowledg of An- 
tiquities, as well as of other Things, eſpecially 
Thoſe which are Sacred, and particularly, Theſe in 
Aſia, where he Liv'd moſt ; he alſo Writ a great 
Deal, upon thoſe Subjects, a Good Part of which 
we have, and, becauſe of the Excellency of the 
Deſcriptions and Accounts of what was to be Seen 
and Paſs'd, kn and before his Time, is an Invaluable 


Treaſure of Ancient Geography and Hiſtory, as well 


as of other Knowledges, Divme and Humane; the 
Reſt, which is Wanting, is an Invaluable Loſs, and 


much Lamented by Thoſe who have a Regard for 


Things of that Kind. Caſſiodore did not Travel, fo 
for as we Know, from himſelf, and Others who 
Mention him, but Underſtood well Things Anci- 
ent; he likewiſe Writ a great many Books, upon 
that Subject, of which we have the Greateſt Part: 
But Procopius, his Contemporary, Travelpd a great 
Deal, along with Beliſarius, whoſe Secretary he

Kinds of Cement, or Lime, is the Reaſon why their 
Brick likewiſe is more Durable than That of the o- 
ther Antients, the Goodneſs of the One depending
